Séven indicted in Watergate affair

HR Haideman, John D Ehrlichman, 
John N Mitchell and four other of President Nixon s former high 
White House and political associates were indicted today by a federal 
grand jury which has been investigating Watergate for 20 months 


Charges of conspiring to obstruct justice were filed against all seven 
defendants Additional charges of such offenses as perjury and de­ 
stroying evidence were brought against six of them 


Nixon himself was not indicted But Watergate Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski turned over to Chief U S District Judge John J Sirica 
a sealed report from the grand jury 
Its contents were not disclosed, but it had been reported that the 
jury intended to make a separate report on its views of Nixon’s 
possible role in Watergate and the cover up 
Haideman was Nixon s chief of staff. Ehrlichman his chief domestic 
adviser, and Mitchell was his attorney general and his campaign 
manager for both successful presidential elections 
Other defendants 
—Charles W Colson, former presidential counsel, who took a leave 


of absence from his law firm upon being indicted and declared 
I 
know that in the end my innocence will be established." 
—Robert C. Mardian, former assistant attorney general in charge of 
the Justice Department's Internal Security division and also a former 
campaign aide who attended meetings at which the June 17. 1972 
break-in into Democratic national headquarters at the Watergate 
break-in was proposed. 


—Gordon Strachan, a youthful White House aide to Haideman who 
from the witness stand at Senate Watergate hearings last summer 
advised young people to “ stay away" from politics 
—Kenneth W Parkinson, attorney for the Committee to Re-elect the 
President, who like Colson insisted that ultimately “ my innocence will 
be demonstrated " 
Nixon said shortly after the indictment that he hoped all Americans 
would recognize that his former aides “ are presumed innocent unless 
guilt is establised in the courts ” 
The sealed report 
was presented Sirica in a mamla envelope 
Wordlessly he opened it, read its contents and resealed it 


In its 50-page indictment, the grand jury charged that Haideman. 
who had been Nixon's closest aide, lied before the Watergate 
committee when he said Nixon had remarked “ it would be wrong" to 
raise $1 million to buy the silence of the seven original Watergate 
defendants 
Haideman quoted Nixon on the witness stand July 30. 1973, after 
disclosing he had listened to some tape recordings of Nixon’s 
Watergate conversations after he had left the White House. 
The grand jury charged that Haldeman’s statements, "as he then 
and there well knew, were false 
The grand jury had listened to the 
tape of the March 21, 1973. meeting where Haideman said Nixon made 
the remark 
At the White House, deputy press secretary Gerald L Warren read a 
prepared statement after the indictment was announced In addition 
to noting that the seven were innocent unless proved guilty, it said the 
indictments indicated “ that the judicial process is finally moving 
toward resolution of the matter " 
Warren declined to answer when asked if Nixon still considered 
Haideman and Ehrlichman “ two of the finest public servants' he d 
owned

Wilma Thomas — the official 
behind the election process

“I’ve had every kind I think you 
can have. I’ve had referendum, I’ve 
had initiative, I’ve had recall.” 
The words belong to Wilma 
Thomas 
and 
the 
subject 
was 
elections. It’s been 13 years now 
since she was appointed to fill in at 
Lompoc’s chief clerical position for 
retiring clerk Charles Laubly. 
“ I went to work one night,” Mrs. 
Thomas recalls, “ and someone said 
The council’s going to appoint you 
city clerk tonight. You will take it, 
won’t you?’” She did, and the last 
decade of local politics has paraded 
before her. 
One of the funniest, or perhaps 
just bizarre incidents she can recall 
from this period involved a young 
woman voter registration worker 
and what appeared at first to be a 
perfectly normal man. The man, she 
said, came into city hall one day to 
register to vote. The young woman 
at the desk asked him for his social 
security number, whereupon the 
man pried loose and pulled out his 
front denture bridge to reveal these 
numerals neatly etched 
inside, 
pointing them out to the horrified 
registrar 
Tuesday’s March 5 municipal 
election has produced no sequels to 
this incident, Mrs Thomas said, but 
seems to have its own birthmarks 
she’ll remember. 


For one thing, she’s had to 
entirely rework the city’s precinct 
map for it. Before the death of late 
Representative 
Charles 
Teague, 
Tuesday’s election was supposed to 
be a city-only city council election. 
Before his passing, with this in 
mind, she drew up a 12 precinct map 
of the city. Each city precinct was a 
consolidation of two or more of the 
43 county precincts such that none 
would include more than 900 voters. 
Each county precinct contains from 
140 to 230 voters. 
But then the March 5 election was 
made into a special congressional 
one as well. To satisfy the legal 
requirements for this, Mrs. Thomas 
had to reconsolidate the county 
precincts all over again such that no 
composite city precinct accounts for 
more than 600 voters. The task in 
each case was probably comparable 
to solving a mind spraining oriental 
puzzle purchased in Chinatown. 
“You really have several different 
things you’re looking at when 
combining the county precincts,” 
she said. “ Your election codes are 
one of the hardest things in the 
world to follow anyway.” 
The city precinct reshuffle also 
called for a rescattering of voting 
precincts through the city, though 
Mrs. Thomas says she’s held to her 
record of never having Lompoc 
elections take place in garages. 
“ I ’ve never used garages in our 


elections because I don’t think it’s 
necessary,” she asserts. 
The polls, at 16 churches, public 
buildings and homes throughout 
town will be open from 7 a.m. until 8 
p.m. 
Tuesday. 
At 
election 
headquarters 
in 
City 
Hall 
Auditorium, behind City Hall at 119 
West Walnut, the city clerk will 
have 20 volunteer troops helping her 
monitor 
Lompoc’s 
first 
ever 
electronic ballot counting. 
Out in the field, Mrs. Thomas will 
have 64 paid election officers (four 
per 
precinct) 
supervising 
the 
balloting. Their salaries for the 
evening will be $24 if they are 
inspectors 
and 
$21 
if 
clerks. 
Election results are expected to be 
available sometime around 10 p.m. 
In the midst of this year’s election 
trauma, Mrs. Thomas, who came to 
work for the city in 1958, says “ I 
think I’ve been here forever,” but 
has no plans of retiring at present. 
“ It’s marvelous idea,” she said, 
“ but it will be a few more years 
yet.”

City gas panic 


buying growing 


Key downtown service stations 
sprouted long lines of gas hungry 
autos again today as cars streamed 
from gasless Vandenberg Air Force 
Base 
into 
Lompoc 
and 
other 
Lompocans 
sought 
petrol 
in 
Buellton. 
Today’s local gas panic came in 
the wake of the Thursday statement 
by 
Fourth 
District 
Supervisor 
Francis Beattie that the county may 
indeed declare a state of emergency 
and hook into the state mandatory 
allocation program. 
Beattie, who roundly criticized 
the state plan Wednesday, said 
yesterday that a midweek survey 
showed that the gasoline situation is 
becoming more critical here. The 
board, he said, “ may bring back” 
the state resolution Monday, though 
he said, “ it might have to be 
amended.” 
Briefly, the plan would set down a 
mandatory odd-even day gas buying 
schedule, prohibit gas sale to anyone 
with the wrong type of number or 
more than a half a tank of fuel and 
order counties to set up centers for 
coordinating fuel information. 
Meanwhile, the Automobile Club 
of Southern California today issued 
a survey of 339 southland service 
stations that predict no weekend 
relief in sight, with metropolitan 
areas the worst places to be on a 
dwindling tank. 
And in Lompoc and elsewhere, 
many stations that hadn’t received 
their 
first 
March 
allotment 
shipment remained today in the end- 
of-the-month fuel doldrums. 
Highway patrol officers reported 
Buellton gas lines lengthening with 
Lompoc motorists. Buellton stations 
lately 
have 
been 
overflowing 
because allotments are based on 
1972 sales while 1972 traffic through 
the freeway-side town was heavier 
then than now. 
Base 
workers 
reported 
Vandenberg out of fuel this morning 
with caravans of mesa refugees 
hunting for it in Lompoc. Tempers 
sputtered at several local stations 
yesterday over traffic line incidents 
involving early closings, cutting in 
line and traffic jams. 
Most Lompoc station managers 
this morning had either gone fishing 
or were too busy to answer the 
phone. The ARCO station manager 
at 219 East Ocean Ave. answered, 
though, that he was being given 150 
more gallons per day this month 
than last and would be open 
tomorrow at 8 a.m. and pump till 
dry. He didn’t seem to think that 
would take long. 
For Santa Barbara, San Luis 
Obispo and Ventura counties, the 
automobile club survey revealed 
this. 
Most 
stations 
are 
limiting 
purchases and pumping very short 
hours. Along the major highways in 
the outlying areas, though, the gas is 
still in fair supply. On U.S. 101 
definite 
station 
openings 
are 
expected Sunday in Santa Barbara, 
Buellton, San Luis Obispo and Santa 
Maria. A station at Gaviota will be 
open around the clock if an 


anticipated shipment arrives on 
schedule. Along coastal Route One, 
stations will be open as they will 
Sunday in Morro Bay and Cambria 
and one in San Simeon. Visitors to 
the Solvang area should find at least 
one station open and the same 
applies for Santa Ynez, the survey 
said. 
Throughout Southern California, 
the survey revealed these trends: 
—One per cent of gas stations in 
metropolitan areas plan to remain 
open Sunday while 32 per cent will 
be open Sunday along the major 
highways in the outlying regions. 
These figures repeat last week’s. 
—Some 22 per cent of the outlets 
in city areas reported they are 
empty of fuel this weekend while 19 
per cent of the stations in the 
outlying areas are out. 
— In metropolitan areas, 92 per 


cent of the gas stations are 
currently limiting themselves by 
pumping a daily quota and no more 
or by pumping radically reduced 
hours 
This is an 80 per cent 
increase from last weekend. Half of 
the station owners in the outlying 
areas are rationing their sales this 
way, up from 20 per cent last week 
— In the cities, 62 percent of the 
gasoline 
outlets 
are 
limiting 
customers’ purchases, down a little 
from last week. In the outlying 
areas, 26 per cent are limiting 
individual sales, up a little from last 
week. 
—Half 
the 
stations 
in 
the 
metropolitan areas will close this 
Saturday as a fuel conservation 
measure while 27 per cent of the 
stations in the outlying regions will 
close tomorrow, as compared to 15 
percent last week. 


Wilson likely upset victor 
with minority government 


LONDON (UPI) — Labor party 
leader Harold Wilson emerged 
today as the likely upset victor in 
Britain’s 
cliff-hanging 
general 
election but with only a minority 
government to try to solve the 
nation’s greatest economic crisis 
since World War II. 
Labor 
and 
Prime 
Minister 
Edward 
Heath’s 
Conservatives 
were racing to a probable photo 
finish, and everything indicated 
Wilson would have to form a 
government that would depend on at 
least 
tacit 
support 
from 
the 
moderate Liberal party. 
At 2 p.m. (10 a.m.EDT), party 
standings in the election to the 635- 
seat House of Commons were 
Conservatives 278 seats, Labor 289, 
Liberals 9, independents 11, with 48 
seats undecided. 
Puffing his pipe, grinning and 
waving to crowds of supporters, 
Wilson returned to his London home 
from Liverpool and at once called a 
meeting of his Labor party shadow 
cabinet — the men who would form 
the government if Labor were in 
power.

Stevens desires to see ideas harvested

K. C Stevens, Limpoc's present mayor, sees the four 
yeaisof his first city council term as a seed-sewing time A 
candidate for reele<’tion in Tuesday’s municipal balloting, 
he's asking the voters for another four years to help the city 
reap the harvest 
The seeds of which he speaks, many of them, he says, his 
own 
ideas, 
include 
city 
beautification. 
I».ompoc’s 
Knvironmental Quality ('ommittee, the Uimpoc Economic 
Development Association, the tourism and centennial 
committees, the city’s promotional effort to bring the 
space 
shuttle 
to 
Vandenberg 
and 
the 
downtown 
revitalization project 
The incumbent believes that as, all these come to fruit 
Lompoc will edge closer to his vision of it as an embowered 
“place of grandeur’’ where he foresees, the economic 
base, quality of lifestyle and environment have grown 
together into a community identity rather than pulled the 
city apart 
“I see Lompoc in that setting and what’s happening there 
and I really would like so much for the city to come up to 
meet the level of quality of its environment around it, 
” 
Stevens painted, “ And I really now believe that there is 
beginning to catch on in the city a certain relevancy to that 
and people are beginning to appreciate more. I think, their 
surroundings and what it is that they have ( more ) than they 
have in the 15 years that I’ve been in this area And it’s that 
kind of a thing that I’m charged about” 
Stevens, community services director for Allan Hancock 
College, credits his council for creating the Lompoc 
Beautification Commission, 
with city entrance and 
downtown beautification projects under way. and the city 
Environmental Quality Committee, which, 
he said, 
preceded the flood of environmental legislation by a year 
“And I don’t mean this type of discussion to be opposed to 


The interviews for this series were done in January 
and early February, before any public forums bad 
taken place.

The sole 
exception to this are the descriptions of the 
candidates’ homes which were all visited by the 
interviewer and the appearance of the candidates 
themselves. 


economic development because in my estimation if a 
community can not have a viable economic pulse, it can 
achieve none of these things,” he qualified 
“So you have an economic growth factor which provides 
for a good solid business base and a community base and a 
job base. I’m not a no growth advocate at all and I never 
will be because I just don’t think you can have that. I think 
controlled growth is trying to understand what it is the 
community has that is of value and, as you grow, trying 


your best to preserve and enhance those values Instead of 
allowing things to take from, you try and make it an 
additive situation And to me. that’s controlled growth” 
Stevens. 45. polled a record 2,478 votes in 1970, the second 
highest total, to win a council seat in the election that swept 
incumbents Brooks Speight. Robert McClure and Richard 
Jacoby from the city panel 
Another of the ideas Stevens credits himself and the '70 
council for planting is the Iximpoc Economic Development 
Association (LEDA), city set-up and co-funded, to draw 
industry here He confides that there isn’t much visible 
return for the investment but suggests that LEDA may be 
more valuable than meets the eye 
“I’m saying realistically that’there’s not much evidence 
to bear out the effort over the years, but it wasn’t an easy 
thing to do. We asked them (LEDA) to do a fairly 
impossible task It’s quite po.ssible. you know, that we 
would get an industry five years from now as a result of the 
work they’ve done," he said. 
The main concern with choosing which development we 
want, Stevens said, is “not to let those things happen that 
can not be undone.” 
Tourism, he .said, would be an ideal industry here and 
Lompoc has a greater potential, he believes, than many 
cities that now make their living from the tourist dollar. 
The city tourism committee, he said, has not been as 
active as planned because of the city’s campaign to 
promote the space shuttle at Vandenberg, an idea the 
incumbent said he originated, and because of the midnight 
oil required during the months of the city’s wastewater 
treatment dilemma 
Stevens lives at 1112 East Mango with his wife Mary Ann 
of 18 years and their eight-year-old son, Scott. Books by 
modern poet Rod McKuen, Lompoc’s Gin Chow and others 
stand on tables in their white walled living room where 
pastel watercolors and an old Spanish sword are 
understated appointments A large typewriter dominates 
the coffee table. Once city editor for the Record, Stevens is 
still largely a writer at heart Among short stories he’s 
publish^ are a true narrative of the first parachutist to 
jump into the Arctic and a tale of a fat, fiendish 
photographer whose evilness kills him when he mistakes a 
cat in his darkroom for an escaped criminal and dies of a 
heart attack. 
A known abalone collector, the mayor is also working on 
a pair of cook books, one cataloguing abalone recipes and 
another cuisine prepared with flowers. 
“I just kind of write whenever it takes me — no specific 
things," he related 
Born in North Carolina, which still leaves his accent with 
a faint southern lilt, Stevens lists the California Council for 
Criminal Justice, the Lompoc Valley Press Club, Lompoc’s 
visiting nurse service and the United Fund Board as a 
partial accounting of his civic activities. 
As chairman of Lompoc’s Downtown Revitalization 
Committee, the incumbent feels he’s beginning to see one 
of his idea-seeds sprouting toward blossom. The city 
council last week voted $14,000 for South G Street 
landscaping and sidewalk work and set aside $150,000 in 
revenue sharing dollars for renovation of South H Street 
into what Stevens believes will become a “major 
commercial center” again, but with a new, people 
orientation. 


‘i t might take 10 years before everybody can sit back and 
say, ‘Hey, wow, isn’t Lompoc downtown very different than 
it used to be,’ ” he forecasted “ But each step will take us 
some place we haven’t been before and improve the 
situation . And when it’s done, people are going to be glad 
it’s done, and they’re going to be able to shop and live and 
appreciate and be concerned about a kind of a flavor and a 
lifestyle that’s good for this community.”

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Discussion of future 
held by power group

Public power was the 
name of the game here 
yesterday as mayors and 
spokesmen 
from 
11 
California cities met in a 
session of the Northern 
California Power Agency 
(NCPA) commission. The 
stakes 
are 
a 
shot 
at 
providing 
less 
expensive 
electricity for Lompoc and 
other member cities in spite 
of 
a 
nation-wide 
power 
shortage. 
The day-long meeting was 
laden with hints that the 
small city co-op is well on 
the road to becoming a 
viable 
power 
generating 
utility. This could mean a 
clean break in power buying 
setups between Lompoc and 
the rest and Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. (PG&E) and 
the 
U .S. 
Bureau 
of 
Reclamation, 
the 
cities’ 
present suppliers. PG&E is 
a private, investor-owned 
utility. 
NCPA Executive director 
Norm Ingraham told the 
board 
that 
PG&E 
is 
now negotiating to transmit 
220 million watts of NCPA- 
developed 
geothermal 
steam 
power 
over 
the 
company’s 
transmission 
lines from The Geysers dry 
steam fields in Sonoma 
County. 
The 
agency 
is 
considering 
funding 
a 
geotherm al 
plant 
to 
generate electricity for the 
11 cities, but the problem, 
Ingraham said, has always 
been PG & E’s refusal to 
wheel (transmit) this power 
from the vast steam site 
over 
their 
transmission 
network. 
But a recent Supreme 
Court Decision, he said, has 
declared such transmission 
lines “ public carriers’’ and 
held that private utilities 
subject to antitrust laws, 
apparently opening the door 
for an NCPA steam venture. 
PG&E, he said, came to the 
negotiating table once this 
decision was handed down. 
“ The 
decision 
has 
profound effects on Lompoc 
and 
a ll 
other 
N C PA 
members,” Ingraham said. 
He 
said 
that 
agency 
spokesmen have met with 
Washington attorneys “ to 
discuss steps to be taken to 


implement 
the 
court 
decision ” 
Geothermal 
steam is produced by the 
heat of the earth and boils 
up in areas like The Geysers 
at pressures that can drive 
power-generating turbines. 
Richard Hughes, mayor 
of Lodi, cited a “ sincere 
effort on the part of PG & E” 
in the power wheeling talks. 
Agency member cities now 
demand 532 million total 
watts of power. If realized, 
the 220 million watts of 
steam power would still not 
be enough. NCPA officials 
contend, 
though, 
that 
Geysers power would come 
cheaper than that now sold 
several of the cities by the 
private utility. An agency 
feasib ility 
study 
of 
geothermal generation has 
found 
the 
p ro ject 
economically 
viable, 
Ingraham said 
Another power source for 
the agency could be the 
planned 
Kern 
County 
nuclear 
power 
plant. 
Ingraham told the panel 
yesterday that it would cost 
NCPA $40 million to buy 
into 2 per cent of Kern 
power. Lompoc’s share of 
this buy-in price would be 
much 
lower 
than 
one- 
eleventh because each city 
would 
be 
assessed 
according 
to 
electricity 
demand. Ingraham added 
that the agency would be 
offered a 
share in the 
planned Rancho Seco plant 
and other nuclear units to 
come on the line in the early 
1980s. 
Of more immediate effect 
on Lompocans is the NCPA 
suit against PG&E for a 
rollback of the utility's 22 
per cent wholesale rate 
increase. 
Like 
Lompoc, 
NCPA member cities own 
their 
own 
electrical 
distribution 
system, 
buy 
power wholesale and resell 
it to residents. 
NCPA General Counsel 
M a rtin 
McDonough 
reported yesterday that a 
technicality 
has 
stalled 
progress on the case in 
Washington D.C. When and 
if turned over to the Federal 
Power Commission, he said, 
the

so.” 
Lompoc

during this time but stands 
to 
recoup 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of dollars if the 
federal

Lompoc City Councilman 
Art Scott sits on the NCPA 
Board. 
Lompoc’s dues share of 
this year’s $52,334 NCPA 
regular budget is 2.27 per 
cent, or $1,421. This is based 
on 
this 
city’s 
power 
demand, which is small 
compared to some other 
NCPA cities. 
Special 
assessments, 
though, 
are 
made 
on 
member cities to pay for 
individual legal cases. For 
the period from Jan. 1973 
through 
Nov, 
1974, 
for 
exam ple,

assessment to cover the 
PG&E rate case is $15,600 of

Alameda’s 
share,

comparison, was $81,870 for 
this case and Santa Clara’s 
was $78,510. Lompoc has

Ingraham said, though, 
that NCPA’s success in 
postponing 
the

date of the PG&E rate hike 
and in other efforts has 
made

demands by suppliers by 
approximately $8.3 million

Report claims drinkers victimized

drinkers in California have

victims of laws tailored to 
fit the special interests of

alcoholic 
beverage 
industry 
since 
1938, according to a special 
legislative study 
The 18 month study by a 
Senate 
committee 
said 
statewide 
imbibers, 
who 
have 
the 
highest 
consumption rate in the 
nation, 
are 
being 
overcharged $150 million a 
year under present “ fair 
trade” laws. 
“ For the past 40 years the v 
manufacturers, 
wholesalers, 
distributors 
and retailers of alcoholic 
beverages have been lining 
their pockets with exces­ 
s ive ly 
high 
profits 
guaranteed under present 
state law,” Sen Alan Short, 
D-Stockton, said Thursday 
in releasing the report. 
Short, chairman of the 
Select Committee on Laws 


Relating 
to 
Alcoholic 
Beverages, also said the 
laws “ guarantee the indus­ 
try high profits and no 
competition.” 


The “ fair trade” system 
has been in effect since 1939 
and was first enacted to 
promote 
temperance 
by 
eliminating 
price 
wars 
among liquor retailers. 
But 
the 
report 
said 
testimony 
before 
the 
committee 
and 
staff 
research 
“ proves 
conclusively 
that 
the 
California 
consumer 
is 
paying 
artificially 
high 
retail prices for alcoholic 
beverages.” 
It also said the situation 
has 
developed 
“ solely 
because 
of 
the 
present 
system 
of 
retail 
price 
maintenance 
and 
price 
posting policed and enforced 
by 
the 
Department 
of 
Alcohol Beverage Control.” 
The committee said it 
would introduce legislation 
to 
elim in ate 
the 


enforcement of retail prices 
of alcoholic beverages and 
ban the present system of 
price posting. 
In other states without 
state enforced retail price 
maintenance 
“ identical 
merchandise retails at from 
30 to 50 per cent less than 
California prices,” it added.

committee

recommended that excise 
taxes on alchohc beverages 
be increased 100 per cent

I feel Iximprx' is suffering 
from a more acute gasoline 
shortage 
than necessary. 
Gasoline 
distribution 
to 
most gasoline stations in 
Lompoc is being made on 
their 1972 monthly volume 
purchase levels minus some 
percentage. The problem is 
that [..ompoc allowed too 
many 
marginal 
profit 
stations to be built and most 
have closed in the 1973 retail 
price 
c o n t r o l 
and 
distribution squeeze. The 
1972 gasoline supplied to 
these now closed stations 
has been lost to the Lompoc 
area 
The result is that, 
rather 
than 
a 
gasoline 
shortage by the 1972 base 
minus 15 to 20 per cent, we 
have 
a 
much 
greater 
shortage I believe the city 
should attempt to have the 
d i s t r i b ut o rs 
provide 
gasoline to the stations on 
the 1972 Lompoc total base 
minus a fair percentage 
rather than by the station by 
station base. I posed this 
problem to a number of City 
Council candidates in one of 
the forums. Three replied, 
with two replying only as to 
the aesthetic nature of the 
problem The one candidate 
who understood my concern 
was Eugene Ashlock giving 
what I considered to be a 
rational answer. He also did 
not advocate the creation of 
c o m m i t t e e s 
and 
commissions at the drop of 
a problem. Lompoc is too 
small 
with 
too 
many 
immediate problems to be 
c o nc e rn ed 
with 
the 
bureaucratic emulation of

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Admiral blamed for strike 
at J-M by prisoners of war

The sit-down strike lasted 
a day and two nights and, 
although the prisoners were 
served only blankets, bread, 
and water, they eventually 
got their way and were sent 
back to working on Camp 
Cooke and harvesting crops 
in Lompoc Valley. These

German 
soldiers 
knew 
their rights 
under 
Geneva Convention 
The trouble started one 
evening, 
according 
to a 
Lompoc Record story, when 
German 
crew 
members 
read a Christmas greeting 
letter from Admiral King 
posted on a J-M bulletin 
board which praised the 
plant’s efforts and awarded 
it with an Army-Navy “ E 
for excellence in war work 
These 
prisoner-workers 
soon went on strike And the 
POWs who worked on Camp 
Cooke launched a sympathy 
strike. 
J-M products as building 
materials 
were essential 
during World War II At the 
same time, available labor 
was acutely short; so J-M 
asked Camp Cooke brass if 
POW labor could be used at 
the plant. 
“ T he 
PO W s 
w e re 
transported by army truck 
to and from Camp Cooke, 
under custody of armed U.S. 
Army 
personnel. 
The 
prisoners received a small 
sum for their services,” 
writes A.B. Cummins, a 
retire d 
J-M 
re se a rc h 
chemical 
engineer 
now 
living in New Jersey. 
“The POWs in the main, 
were high-class, intelligent 
young men. mostly captured 
in 
the 
North 
A frican 
campaigns. They seemed 
willing to work . . . At first, 
the 
POWs 
helped 
out 
considerably. 
They 
were 
engaged 
in the packing, 
loading 
and 
shipping 
of 
products.” 
But when Admiral King's 
letter came along, attitudes 
changed 
They felt their 
labor directly aided the U.S. 
w a r 
e f f o r t 
a g a in s t 
Germany. 
‘‘The 
POWs 
began 
to 
malinger on the job, they 
worked indifferently . . 
Then began an occurrence 
of all kinds of acts that 
tended to stop or lower 
production — such things as 
breakdown of equipment, 
foreign objects in product 
and equipment and other 
acts of sabotage,” reported 
C um m ins, 
who 
d id n ’t 
mention the strike.

‘‘FRITZ, WHO DROVE a gasoline truck all over camp, was 
highly trusted, charming personality,” writes a woman 
who worked at Camp Cooke during World War II. Fritz was 
also a German POW at the time 


The entire episode lasted 
about two months. 
During the approximate 
two years (June 1944 to 
April 1946» German soldiers 
were imprisoned at Camp 
Cooke POW Camp and its 16 
branch camps spread out 
over 
C alifo rn ia, 
they 
worked on farms and in 
packing sheds. They planted 
and harvested crops such as 
cotton, onions, and sugar 
beets. 
Prisoners 
pitched 
hay, 
sacked barley and weeded 
cotton. 
In 
camp, 
they 
worked 
as 
carpenters, 
painters, bakers, clerks and 
butchers. 
They 
drove 
trucks, performed construc­ 
tion jobs, and planted the 
ice plant now growing pro­ 


fusely around Vandenberg 
Air Force Base. 
The POWs logged seven to 
nine working hours a day 
and were paid 70 cents for a 
day’s work Kitchen police, 
latrin e 
orderlies, 
and 
fatigue details were listed 
as unpaid professions. 
All 
POW activities 
— 
hospitalization, 
sick 
call, 
disciplinary actions, man- 
days worked, rest days, P-W 
camp labor, post and army 
work, private contract — 
were recorded monthly on 
labor reports forwarded to 
the provost marshal general 
in the War Department in 
Washington, D C. 
In spite of the living and 
w o rk in g 
c o n d itio n s 
described 
in this series, 
disciplinary actions 
were 
pressed against prisoners. 
R e c e n tly , 
th e 
U.S. 
National 
Archives 
and 
Records Service furnished 
the Record copies of Camp 
Cooke 
POW 
Inspection 
reports. 
A 
1945 
report 
defined the cause for some 
actions: 
“ D uring 
M arch, 
15 
prisoners were subject to 
disciplinary punishments at 
the base and side camps. 
Most of these punishments 
were in connection with 
refusals to work.

Ocean Park 


It IS welcome news, in these current 
times, that the County Park Department 
has finally gotten around to Ocean Park.

Valley have expressed a keen interest in 
Ocean Park and its potential for the 
enjoyment of water sports, fishing access 
and family facilities. We concur that this 
relatively small area deserves better than 
it has been receiving from those in charge. 
A great deal of effort went into Ocean 
Park several years ago to improve the 
area. It was a struggle to get the boat 
ramp. It was a bureaucratic struggle to 
have toilet facilities built. It wasn’t easy to 
get a few picnic tables and some horseshoe 
pits and other facilities. 
They were all secured through diligent 
effort. The problem was that they were not 
maintained. 
We sincerely hope that the consultants 
who are working on the potential of Ocean 
Park 
also 
strongly 
recommend 
that 
whatever improvements are granted be 
forever maintained.

Congress candidates

The write- 
in candidate is Herbert A. Fort. 
Here are brief sketches; First the 
seven Democrats; 
JAMES A. BROWNING - He is 
43 years old, a native of California, 
single, a graduate of the University 
of California at Los Angeles; and an 
attorney with 15 years practice in 
Oxnard. In addition to his regular 
legal 
activities, 
Browning 
was 
president of the Ventura County 
Legal Aid Society in 1972; and an 
adviser and volunteer lawyer for the 
Ventura County Free Clinics. 
Browning is opposed to oil drilling 
in Santa Barbara channel as long as 
there 
are 
other 
more 
environmentally acceptable sources 
of oil. 
He favors a minimum income that 
is higher than the poverty level and 
a work incentive program. He would 
apply federal highway funds to 
public transportation systems and 
develop new transportation modes 
for specific areas. 
Browning would strengthen the 
United Nations and the World Court 
and deal as much as possible 
through international agencies to 
help solve the world’s ills. 
He 
says 
political 
campaigns 
should be publicly funded. He would 
work for full employment, stable 
prices and justice in the distribution 
of the nation’s bounty. 
Some of his other ideals are 
election reform, a national health 
service; a national legal services 
corporation, public transportation 
and a healthy environment. 
JOE DEAUCHAMP - He is 46 
years old, a native of Wisconsin; 
educated 
at 
Georgetown 
and 
Marquette Universities; a veteran 
of World War II;* a 20-year resident 
of California; and a product of the 
Inland Steel Co. training program. 
He has served in various executive 
capacities for a number of southern 
California corporations. 
DeauChamp opposes oil drilling in 
Santa Barbara Channel; and instead 
would exchange federal oil leases in 
the channel for the Elk Hills oil 
reserve lands. 
He favors a $2.50 minimum hourly 
wage, and would maintain the 
present 
welfare 
levels 
while 
working for more job opportunities. 
DeauChamp would use federal 
highway

on

transportation and rapid transit. 
He would reduce armament and 
push the production and distribution 
of food. 
DeauChamp would also expand 


human rights, and strengthen the 
World Bank and the United Nations. 
He supports the Common Cause 
initiative for California election 
reform. 
In more political matters, he 
favors impeachment of President 
Nixon. 
ROBERT W. HANDLEY - He is 
46 years old; educated at the 
University 
of 
Notre 
Dame; 
University of Iowa, and Loyola of 
Los Angeles, and is a teacher. He is 
a member of the Sierra Club, 
Common 
Cause, 
California 
Teachers Association; Democratic 
Central 
Committee. 
He enjoys 
skiing, sailing, flying and reading 
and travel. 
Handley is not sure we really have 
an oil shortage and wodd defer 
action until that question is settled. 
He favors the transfer of funds from 
the highway trust fund to finance 
mass transit; and would bring the 
United Nations to bear on tl^ 
problems of food, energy and atomic 
weapons. 
Handley favors election campaign 
funding reform, income tax reform; 
election reform; a national health 
system; and would develop new 
energy sources such as shale, solar 
and fuel cell. 
ROGER A. IKOLA - He is 42 
years 
old, 
a 
medical 
doctor, 
married and the father of three 
children. He graduated from the 
University of Michigan Medical 
School, served in the U.S. Army and 
for the last 11 years has practiced in 
Santa Maria. In addition to his 


professional 
service, Ikola was 
elected to the Santa Maria High 
School District Board of Trustees in 
1967, reelected in 1971. He was 
elected president of the board in 
1973. 
Ikola would declare a moratorium 
on oil drilling in the Santa ^ rb a ra 
Channel until certain conditions are 
met. For example he wants to be 
sure there is a shortage of oil; and 
even then would defer drilling until 
the technology for a clean offshore 
operation is develop^. 
Ikola would continue the food 
stamp program for the poor and also 
the Medi-Cal program. He favors 
the gradual replacement of welfare 
by a minimal annual income. He 
would 
also 
federally 
fund 
transportation projects and finaiKe 
research for better transportation 
systems. 
He would assign the following 
questions to international agencies 
for solution; war, arms, pollution, 
international trade; human rights, 
world health, nutrition, population 
and poverty, the World Bank, 
international monetary systems. 
Ikola favors a ceiling on campaign 
spending, a combination of public 
funding and private donations; and 
would form an independent federal 
elections 
commission 
with 
the 
power of law. 
TOM JOLICOEUR — He was bom 
in 1923 in Waverly, Minn. He served 
in the Air Force during World War 
II; graduated from College of St. 
Thomas, Minnesota with a degree in 
political science. He participated in 


the political campaigns of John 
Kennedy, Gene McCarthy; 
and 
Unruh. He has a whole string of 
political activity credits including 
the 
Ventura 
County 
Layman’s 
Association, 
Ventura 
County 
Democratic Central Committee; 
Ventura County Human Relations 
Board, 
Common Cause, 
Lions. 
Jolicoeur is married, a father and is 
a businessman. 
He opposes oil drilling in the 
channel until it’s totally safe, favors 
government 
action 
to disperse 
industrial plants into poverty areas. 
Jolicoeur has a special interest in 
training of unemployables, in aid to 
aged, and to the disabled and the 
blind. He also has special interests 
in 
youth 
programs, 
health 
insurance, and will be receptive to 
reasonable minimum annual wage 
programs. 
He would loosen the restrictions 
on the use of highway trust fund 
monies for public transportation. He 
would assign trade in foodstuffs and 
science 
and 
medicine 
to 
international 
organizations; 
and 
rely on the State Department and 
United Nations agencies to govern 
them. 
He is an advocate of public 
financing of election campaigns. 
JAMES D. LOEBL - He is 46 
years old, married, with three 
children. 
He 
graduated 
from 
Princeton University ; Stanford Law 
School and has lived in the district 
for 24 years. He practices law in 
Ventura and is a former California 
deputy attorney general; secretary, 
committee on rules, House of 
Representatives; staff secretary to 
former 
Governor 
Pat 
Brown; 
d i re c t o r 
of 
D e p a rtm e n t 
Professional 
and 
Vocational 
Standards; 
assistant 
Ojai 
city 
attorney; superior court judge pro 
tern; and presently mayor of Ojai. 
Loebl would develop the most

strict standards before approving oil 
drilling in Santa Barbara Channel. 
In terms of aiding the needy he 
would 
develop 
job 
training 
programs while maintaining aid to 
needy children, aid to the needy 
blind, and other forms of welfare. 
In terms of encouragement for the 
development 
of 
transportation 
systems, 
Loebl 
would 
offer 
reasonable tax incentives to private 
enterprise; 
and 
favors 
federal 
subsidization of mass transit and the 
use of the Highway Trust Fund 
monies. 
He would push for international 
cooperation on such problems as 
trade, 
arms limitations, 
ocean 
development and protection, air 
travel, famine and food distribution, 
energy. To accomplish all this he 
would use the United Nations, and 
governmental agencies such as 
state, 
defense, 
agriculture, 
commerce, transportation. 
In other respects he would restrict 
the amount that can be spent on a 
political campaign, limit the price 
tag on television ads for political 
purposes. 
DAVID MILLER - He is 30, a 
graduate of Westmont College, and 
a teacher in Santa Paula. He is 
married and has three children. 
Miller is a former member of the 
Ventura County Democratic Central 
Committee; a 1972 alternate on 
Jackson, California delegation. 
He would defer oil drilling in 
Santa 
Barbara 
Channel 
until 
technology makes it safe. 
On the domestic scene Miller 
favors 
a 
guaranteed 
miiamum 
income with work incentives and job 
training. 
Miller would use the Highway 
Trust Fund to finance mass rapid 
transit; and encourage the auto 
industry to develop cheap commuter 
cars. 
Miller also favors the use of the 
United Nations in the solving of 
international problems such as the 
extent of national hegemony over 
coastal 
waters, national 
or 
international 
disasters, 
armed 
conflicts 
between 
nations, 
and 


international terrorist or hijacking 
incidents. 
Miller favors a whole list of 
election campaign reforms. For 
example he would have full public 
financing of campaigns, require 
candidates to secure the signatures 
of a certain percentage of the 
electorate before his name could go 
on the ballot. 
His 
top 
priorities 
are 
the 
impeachment of President Nixon, 
the energy crisis and the economy. 
ROBERT J. LAGOMARSINO - 
He 
is 
47, 
a 
state 
senator 
representing Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties, and the only 
Republican whose name will appear 
on the ballot. He is a lifelong 
resident 
of 
the 
congressional 
district. 
Lagomarsino was in the Navy 
during World War 11. He is a 
graduate of the University of 
California at Santa Barbara; the 
University of Santa Clara Law 
School. He has served on the Ojai 
City Council and was mayor from 
1958 to 1961, and reelected in 1964, 
1966 and 1970. He is married and has 
three children. 
Lagomarsino says he authored 
legislation creating a 400,000 acre 
oil-free 
sanctuary 
around 
the 
Channel Islands in 1972. ^fore 
approving more oil drilling in the 
channel 
he 
would 
require 
environmental impact statements 
and also work to assure adequate 
safety regulations and thorough 
inspection. However, he says he 
would allow no oil drilling in some 
ecologically sensitive areas. 
On 
the 
welfare 
question, 
Lagomarsino would assure basic 
necessities for all families that 
cannot provide for themselves. At 
the same time, he would expect 
ablebodied individuals to work, and 
would push for national adoption of 


welfare 
reforms 
developed 
in 
California. 


He would allow local governments 
the option of using the Highway 
Trust Fund for public transportation 
providing the electorate approves. 
He believes that some problems 
are 
so 
global 
as 
to 
require 
international cooperation. In this 
category he places pollution on the 
high 
seas, 
air 
pollution, 
maintenance of abundant sea life, 
resource conservation and health 
care and research. 
Lagomarsino favors limitations 
on campaign spending. 


HERBERT 
A. 
FORD, 
a 
Republican, is running as a write-in 
candidate. He is 57, a native of 
Fullerton 
and 
a 
graduate 
of 
Fullerton Junior College. 
Fort 
served in the National Guard from 
1935 to 1938; and in 1941 enlisted as 
an aviation cadet in the U.S. Air 
Corps where he served until 1946. He 
finally retired from the service in 
1968. He is married and has five 
children. 
A complete list of Fort’s positions 
was not available, but here are a 
few gleaned from his news releases;. 
Fort believes the energy crisis “is 
contrived 
by 
big 
business, 
specifically 
the 
major 
oil 
companies. He also supports the 
Unitrt Farm Workers in their 
efforts to improve their lot; and 
would work for better education for 
all minorities. 
Ford favors retaining President 
Nixon through the balance of his 
term

office. 
The 
write-in 
candidate also would put a lid on 
congressional 
salaries; 
and 
supports collective bargaining for 
teachers “provided it is done legally 
and does not affect the continuing 
education of our young people.’’

Frida Xhonga, Helyn 
Luechauer and Rose Sachs, with the 
assistance of women in private 
practice, 
started

recruiting 
campaign in high schools and 
colleges in Southern California. 
They 
suceeded 
beyond 
expectations, 
not only 
in 
the 
quantity of applicants but the 
quality. The girls’ grade point 
average in college is higher than 
that of the men students. And they 
all aren’t just starry-eyed coeds, 
UCLA 
reports. 
Dr. 
Luechauer 
herself entered dental school when 
she was 41, and one of the present 
students is a 35-year-old mother of 
four children. 
This infusion of femininty into the 


dental profession will prove a 
delight, we are sure.

will be “Wow! ’’ instead of “Ow! ’’
